IMPORTANT 


Each seasonal ration has the 
feeding instructions completely 
outlined and in order to obtain 
maximum results it is necessary 
to follow the instructions closely. 
The feeds which are formulated 
to be mixed with meat and vege¬ 
tables are so made that when 
meat and vegetables are added 
you will have a scientifically 
balanced ration. All the nu¬ 
trients will be present to assure 
you of excellent breeding results, 
strong healthy young and pelts 
that will bring you profits. 

Care should be taken during 
the summer months to make sure 
that meat is not fed in too large 
quantities. The proportions as 
set down for each formulae, if 
followed, will ensure the correct 
quantities throughout the entire 
year. If the fur is dry and lack¬ 
ing in lustre, breeders are warned 
not to attempt to feed oils or 
fats to counteract the condition. 
In order to obtain a pelt with 
underfur of good volume and 
texture it is advisable to bring 
the animals down to a minimum 
weight during the early fall 
months and Gold Medal feeds 
supply a low protein ration which 
takes care of this requirement. 
This is also necessary to obtain 
satisfactory breeding results. Af¬ 
ter the first of September there 
should be a gradual increase in 
weight. 

Breeders should not be fed fat 
meat just prior to mating. Lean 
meat and beef liver or some other 
meat substance rich in Vitamin 
B should form a portion of the 
meat rations throughout the ges¬ 
tation period. It is advisable to 
feed the female about one quarter 
of an ounce of lemon juice or one 
ounce of tomato juice about 
fifteen days before whelping. 
Freshly killed meat is preferable 
to cold storage meat.
